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To Ban the Wearing of Hoods . 


Those who have been apprehensive 


about the new Legislature found cause 


for reassurance in the action of the House 
Committee on Public Welfare, which has 
unanimously voted out a bill banning the 
wearing of masks. 

Unfortunately, the State has received 
considerable notoriety from some of the 
anti-Negro measures proposed by a few 
irresponsibles. 

But the fact that the anti-mask meas- 
ure has not only been introduced but also 
—without a single dissenting vote—recom- 
mended for passage by committee gives 
the lie to those who seek to brand the 
General Assembly as bigoted and be- 
nighted. | 

Of course, the action comes as no sur- 
prise to those familiar with the caliber 


of the average Legislator or with the 
wishes of the people he represents. The 
Klan has not wielded any considerable 
political influence in years. The late Eu- 
gene Talmadge often bragged that he had 
never joined. And numerous municipali- 
ties have recently enacted ordinances ban- 
ning the wearing of masks or hoods in 
public. 

In view of this, the wonder is not that 
the Legislature gives every indication of 
passing such a measure, but that anyone 
thought for a moment it wouldn’t. 

The wearing of masks in public for 
purposes of intimidation is vicious and un- 
American as well as childish and uncivi- 
lized. 

It should be outlawed if only to pro- 
tect those thus disposed from their own 


asininity. 


For a Four-Lane Macon-Atlanta Route 


The Constitution believes the proposed 
four-lane highway between Macon and 
Atlanta should be built. 

_ Moreover, we think it entirely appro- 
priate that the highway be named the 
Eugene Talmadge Memorial Highway, as 
suggested by the 41 Highway Association. 

Most Georgians will agree, however, 
that Gov. Herman Talmadge has shown 
commendable judgment in putting proper 
maintenance of the present highway sys- 
tem ahead of any new construction. 

Doubtless the Governor himself is 


keenly interested in the proposed four-. 


lane route. Aside from the natural and 
understandable desire to honor his father 
with such an imposing memorial, he is 
well aware of the intrinsic benefits which 
the State at large would derive from it. 


The 41 Highway is badly in need of 
extensive repairs. It is too narrow for 
present-day high speeds. The 41 Associa- 
tion reports there were 884 accidents on 
this route in Georgia last year. 

Completion of the four-lane route 
would, when added to the span north of 
Atlanta, give Georgia the longest four- 
lane highway stretch in the nation. It 
would pay dividends in added tourist 
travel, as well as providing much-needed 
facilities for Georgians. 

Along with Gov. Talmadge, we are 
aware that this ambitious construction 
cannot be undertaken to the detriment of 
the remainder of the State’s roads. But as 
soon as satisfactory financial arrange- 
ments can be made,.no time should be lost 
in getting the project under way. 


Carnegie Library's Service to Atlanta 


Because it reaches more people than 
any other agency and because it provides 
a constant source of instruction and enter- 
tainment, a well-operated library is chief 
among the cultural assets of any city. 


Carnegie Library of Atlanta, for in- 
stance, last year loaned 1,138,656 books to 
patrons in the area. More than 120,000 
persons took advantage of the magazine 
and newspaper reading rooms while the 
reference department answered more than 
56,000 queries. 

' Although home reading slumped badly 

during the war, circulation of books in 

1948 was greater than any year since 1940. 

Miss Fannie D. Hinton, Librarian, said in 

her annual report that a steady increase 
_ has been shown since hostilities ceased. 


Carnegie Library serves the c 
nity through 50 different agencies/includ- 
ing 16 branch libraries, a book 
deposit stations in community {centers and 
26 elementary schools. | 


At present the library is engaged in a 
much-needed expansion program made 
possible by the $1,700,000 bond fund. This 
includes new branches on Peachtree 
Street, the Uncle Remus branch in West 
End, a Negro branch near Washington 
High School, and an East Atlanta branch, 
as well as an addition to the main build- 
ing on Carnegie Way. 

The library’s present collection of 329,- 
697 books is woefully inadequate for a 
city of Atlanta’s size and for the library’s 
growing membership, which increased 
16,000 last year. Crowded conditions in 
the main building heretofore have pro- 
hibited any appreciable additions. 

Although the real service of the library 
to the community can never be gauged, 
except superficially, by facts and figures, 
Miss Hinton’s report clearly shows that 
the library is being felt in virtually every 
field of endeavor in the area and that it 
deserves the enthusiastic support of all 
citizens.

Into the Garden 


STUART, Fla.—Tourists riding down High- 


way No. 1 into Florida click their tongues and 
say, “Isn’t thjs a paradise in Winter?” 

They gaze out upon the palms and the orchards of oranges and 
grapefruit; they come upon really breath-taking vistas of tumbling 
water and white-capped surf. The sun is hot and the grass is green. 
The charter boats go out upon the bosom of the main and bring 
back fishermen with catches of sailfish and lesser giants of the 
deep to be hung upon racks and photographed. 

The newspapers are having a glorious time putting 80-point 
ribbons on the cold weather and snow in erstwhile sunny Cali- 
fornia. Indeed, California weather is the favorite front-page topic. 

The beaches are hot and sun-tan lotion is necessary to prevent 
severe sunburn. The tourists loll on the beaches and go unbeliev- 
ingly into the surf to dive into the rollers or swim with them. 

It is all very pleasant and restful and it is in many ways a 


paradise. 


Citizens But it is important to stop and recall that there are 

people who live in Florida and who do not merely 
ride the highways or seek to get a quick tan, but who wrestle 
with the daily job of making a living. When you talk with them 
you realize that while it is, as aforesaid, in many ways a para- 
dise, the snake has somehow got into the garden and paradise is 
troubled, like all the other States, with erosion, drouth, floods, 
taxes, rising costs of State government, shortages of money for 
schools and all the other ills the political flesh is heir to.

soil, and the fact that while sandy soil is lushly productive when 
wet enough, it quickly turns to desert when the water goes.

: News, can recall, for example, when the St. Lucie River 
was a thing of beauty with sea turtles, sailfish and other sporting 
fish and sea animals found the St. Lucie to their liking. Now it 
is a river that has made me sad since I have lived in an apartment 
on its banks for a couple of weeks. It is a lovely river from a dis- 
tance, but if you go down to its banks you will see it is black 
with heavy, fine, black topsoil. About the only fish that like it 
now are the catfish. Somehow the sight of this river, black with 
soil, made me ever sadder than our own rivers red with clay. It 
has been a long time since Georgia rivers ran black with loam 
topsoil. But there was a time when they did, as there was a time 
when the shad ran all the way up the rivers beyond Athens, in 
North Georgia. Yet one may read where the committee selecting 
the site for the State university chose Athens because, among 
other reasons, the limpid waters of the Oconee were filled with 
fine fish and the run of shad every year was exceedingly heavy. 
Fish were alleged to be brain food in those days and the committee 
was happy, envisioning students and faculty alike developing great 
brains from eating the fish from the adjacent river. Who knows?

Time Most of Ahis comes from the relatively new “reclaimed” 
vegetable lands about Lake Okeechobee. When that region 
gets rain it floods and the Federal drainage system is opened and 
the surplus water flows out to ruin the fishing and to testify elo- 
quently it is ruining the vegetable lands, too. All it needs is time. 

Florida has a number of powerful interests which have filed 
“flood-control” petitions to drain other marsh lands where water 
has stood since the days when this peninsula was pushed up out 
of the sea. These would create fine vegetable farms and enrich 
the promofers. But they would also hasten the decline of the 
already seriously low water level and farms about these marsh 
lands, on higher ground, would soon wither away and turn to 
semi-desert,

Churchill's Narrow Escape 


Nearly everyone in New York and other cities has contemplated 
the possible sensation of being hit by an automobile. In 1931, 
Winston Churchill was visiting the United States on a lecture tour 
when he was in the political doldrums in England, and he had this 
misfortune which pretty nearly robbed Great Britain of one of its 
greatest leaders and the world of a man who one day may be 
looked upon as its savior. Therefore, after his recovery seemed 
assured, the North American Newspaper Alliance asked him to 
write an article, reporting his blow-by-blow experience. 

He had started to call on Mr. Baruch, an old friend, but being 
uncertain of the address, he asked the taxi driver to let him out 
on the west side of Fifth Avenue, thinking he would recognize 
the residence and feeling pretty swre he was in the neighborhood. 
Being accustomed to London traffic which keeps to the left, 
Mr. Churchill became confused. But since we paid him $1,500 
(chicken feed compared to what he is now getting for his memoirs) 
let us quote excerpts from his article. In my book, he is one of the 
world’s best and most graphic writers. Wrote Mr. C.: 

Pp i] Suddenly, upon my left, I was aware of something utterly 

erl unexpected, and boding mortal peril. I turned my head 
sharply. Right upon me, scarcely its own length away, was what 
seemed a long dark car rushing forward at full speed. There was 
one moment—I cannot measure it in time—of a vast glare, of a man 
aghast. : 

I certainly thought quickly enough to achieve the idea, “I am 
going to be run down and probably killed.” Then came the blow. 
I felt it on my forehead and across my thighs. But besides the 
blow there was an impact, a shock, a concussion indescribably 


violent.

- Georgia and ‘Civil Rights’ Bills 
WASHINGTON—Former Gov. Ellis Arnall of Georgia often made the point, 
when the question was raised about “restoring” States’ rights, that it was not a 


matter of “restoring” rights, but of the States 


fulfilling obligations under the 


rights they already had, which were plentiful, to meet the needs of the people. 
It was the failure of the States to do things for their people, he said, that brought 


demands for Federal intervention. 
fulfill such obligations—in improving conditions 
a fundamental as the right of the ballot. 

The poll tax was repealed and he called upon 
the people of his State to follow the Supreme 
| - Court decision, in a Georgia case, that nullified 
the “white primary.” As a result, the franchise 
was extended broadly to both whites and Ne- 
groes. In the next primary election nearly a 
million votes were cast, including those of 80,000 
Negroes. There are now some 1,200,000 votes 
registered in the State, among them 150,000 
Negroes. 


Now along comes Gov, Herman Talmadge 
determined to restrict this basic right of 
franchise. He has proposed to the Legisla- 
ture, which he controls, that it impose an 
educational test which can be distorted, as it 
has in other Southern States, to prevent Ne- 
gtoes from voting, accompanied by a require- 
ment for complete new registration by which 
this discriminating weeding out process can 
be accomplished. He further proposes resto- 
ration of the poll tax. Gedrgia’s Secretary 
af State estimates this would reduce voters 
by one half. , 


In the newspapers that carried dispatches 
about this backward ‘step there was also a dis- 
patch revealing a frustration of justice in Geor- 
gia involving the basic rights of protection of 
citizens. A local lawyer called as witnesses two 
members of a jury, which was trying two white 
men in connection with the shocking lynching of 
a Negro who was shot in cold blood by a mob 
as he and his wife were driving home in their 
automobile. The white jurors were used as 
character witnesses for the first defendant who 
was on trial and against the widow. That is 
legal in Georgia, as in some other States. The 
result was an acquittal and a gross miscarriage 
of justice. 

Newspapers also carried that same day two 
other stories. One was about the group of dis- 
tinguished citizens of the National Citizens’ Coun- 
cil of Civil Rights who called on President Tru- 
man to support his Federal civil-rights program. 
The other was about a meeting of Southern

It all weaves together in a pattern. 


State rights in Georgia, as often in other 
Southern States, can be distorted to take 
away rights guaranteed to all our people by 
the constitution. That is why the cry about 
States’ rights rings so hollow so frequently. 
That is why President Truman is asking for 
Federal civil-rights statutes. 


A citizen is a citizen wherever he lives in 
our country. Just because in the early days of 
our nation an imaginary line was drawn around 
one locality called Georgia, or another called 
Alabama, or another called Mississippi, seems 
no valid reason why citizens who live there and 


work there and contribute to the wealth of the | 


section should not have protection of rights guar- 
anteed to all of us. 

If they don’t, then those States have abdicated 
their rights. That is why it is proposed that the 
Federal Government, representing all the people, 
should extend its protection to people wherever 
they live—through an anti-lynching bill, an anti- 
poll tax bill, an anti-discrimination bill and other 
protective measures. 

Significantly it has been Federal agencies— 
the Federal Courts—that have stepped forward 
most effectively in recent months in the South 
to protect rights of cifizens. They can rise above 
local prejudices because they were disassociated 
from local influences and control. 

Federal judges have made notable contribu- 
tions, such as that of Judge Waties Waring, in 
Charleston, who nullified South Carolina’s “‘white 
primary” device, and the three judges who held 
unconstitutional the so-called Boswell Amend- 
ment, in Alabama, requiring voters to interpret 
a section of the State or Federal Constitution, 
which is similar to the Talmadge proposal in 
Georgia. 

This sort of unprejudiced judgment seems the 
only solution. 

For that the South is its own best witness. 


Tobey Wants To Plug Tax Loopholes 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Charles W. Tobey, Republican. New Hampshire, ranking minority member 
of the Commerce and Banking Committee, has disclosed that he is preparing a report calling for 


prompt legislative action to plug up a major “tax avoidance” loophole. 


Tobey’s target is trusts and 


foundations which engage in large business operations but which escape taxation under section 101 


of the income-tax law. 

Government tax experts estimate that $5,000,- 
000,000 in income annually escapes Federal taxa- 
tign under this 40-year-old provision. The tax 
exemption was originally enacted to assist chari- 
table and religious organizations. 

“Exhibit A in my report will be the Textron 
Company of Nashua, N. H.,” Tobey said. “Royal 
Little, head of this corporation, established five 
charitable trusts, under section 101, to obtain 
exemption from the Federal income-tax law. My 
report will show that a shrewd businessman can 
set up a trust with $100 and parlay it into a 
multi-million-dollar enterprise, thanks to section 


101. 


“Often the charitable trust turns out to 
be a subterfuge, a device by which tax pay- 
ments are legitimately avoided and reserves 
built up to purchase other industries. Then 
these industries, ostensibly controlled by the 
charitable trust, are milked of their assets. 
Their machinery is stripped and shipped off 
te other places, the real estate is dumped on 
the local market, for whatever can be real- 
ized, and the workers are thrown out on the 


“To me, this is the way to stifle competition 
and to build up monopoly. Also, it means wreck- 
ing the economy of small industry centers in 
which factories are the main source of income. 
Also, it means loading on the great mass of tax-

payers added burdens, while the big-time opera- 
tors get away with big profits.” 

Tobey declared that he will submit his report 
to the Senate financé committee, which acts on 
tax legislation. He said that he will press for 
early action on his recommendation. Tobey de 
clared he had a number of witnesses ready to 
testify on the need for legislation to plug up 
this tax loophole. 

The New Hampshire Senator voiced sharp 
criticism of the failure of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to act on this problem. He pointed out 
that the Treasury knows that large sums are an- 
nually escaping Federal taxation, but so far 
has done nothing about the matter. 

“It would appear,” Tobey said, “that the 
Treasury Department is impressed by some of 
these big-time operators. That is the only way 
I can explain why the Treasury is so strangely 
silent about this vast tax avoidance. It is cer- 
tainly aware of the problem, but so far has had 
little to offer to remedy the situation. 

“There is too much indifference about this 
tax avoidance. The public doesn’t seem to real- 
ize how serious and extensive it is. We seem 


‘to have lost our capacity for righteous indigna- 


tion. The‘little people have to carry their fair 
share of the tax burden of the country, yet the 
big-time operators are permitted to get away 
with astounding tax-avoidance schemes. The 
time is long overdue when this should be 
stopped.” 


William O. Douglas and Erie Johnston, lawyers with a knack for free,.or cheap, publicity, have 
been arching their necks in preliminary bids for the Democratic nomination for President in 1952. 
Douglas is a Justice of the Supreme Court who discovers that this is not the job he thought it was 


when he was glad to be appointed for life. 
was a distinguished honor. 


He is right.

have brought this bench into disrepute from which a man of sensitivity could want to dissociate 


himself. That Douglas wants to get off is no matter of qualm or scruple, however. 


He is well at 


ease in this moral and philosophical climate and is restless only because he is young, strong, bored, 


mischievous and ambitious. 


Mr. Johnston is a man of petty prominence. 
He has imitated Wendell Willkie by repeating 
Democratic platitudes in Republican or other 
capitalistic areas and proclaiming these to be the 
new and progressive program. He could have 
cribbed them from any left-wing clip sheet. He 
is at present counsel for the movie industry which 
has been our most generous employer of Com- 


munists. 


Both Douglas and Johnston have been 
courting the favor of the union bosses by pro- 
posing that professional unioneers be sent 
abread te represent us in the embassies. 
Douglas made his pass at the goons in a vul- 
gar solicitation at the CIO’s national conven- 
tion in Portland, Ore. Johnston horned the 
same note in a highly perishable book pub- 
lished for the reviewers. 


Both of them thought that the American busi- 
mess and professional man had exhausted his 
prestige abroad and could not get along with 
the new gangs of predators which are called 
“labor” governments. It is true that these Euro- 
pean governments are distinguished by their B. O. 
and a want of grace. In this respect they har- 
monize with the knee-sprung fakers of our own 
new college of holy men. It is doubtful that the 
Europeans include any rascals comparable fo the 
jail-birds in our own great Hall of Shame, how- 
ever, for, in Europe, crime has been a profession 
by itself. The Parisian Apache never aspired to 
power in the General Federation of French Work- 
ers. They have their Phillip Murrays and Dea- 
con Will Greens but no opposite numbers for 
our Fays and Boves, Umbrella Mike Boyles or 
Ben Prosses. 

There is danger in the fact that Douglas is a 

eynic of the sordid school of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. He showed what a bad man he was 
when he got down off the Supreme Court to go 
before an outfit conceived in crime and born of 
anarchy, and counseled this gang to become the 
new Government of the United States. It went 
without saying that he invited them to elect him 
President of that new Government, with the im- 
plicit assurance that he would be their kind of 
man. 
Later, Douglas pretended not to be aware that 
the American unions formally deny the citizen 
rights guaranteed by the Constitution which he 
has sworn to uphold. This was dishonest for 
he is a very well-informed politician and knows, 
of course, that all union constitutions are but the 
discipline of the union bosses. 

It is unnecessary to deal any further with 
Johnston in this &tudy. He knows that Ameri- 
can unionism is not a labor movement but a cor- 
ruption, but;he is altogether trivial and this is as 
much publicity as he deserves. 

To show the quality of the men that American 
unions would send abroad I recall a few distin-

guished brothers who were sent overseas by the 
AFL and President Roosevelt. The first in point 
of distinction was Tommy Maloy, of Chicago. He 
was business agent of the local Moving Picture 
Operators’ Union and boss of the big National 
Union of the Movie and Stage Trades, excluding 
only actors. 


There were only 350 members of his local. 
There were 750 jobs. He sold work permits 
to the other 400 workers for 10 percent of 
their pay. The union bosses owned many of 
the jobs eutright as property, however, and 
allowed permit men to work them for 50 per- 
cent of the pay. Maloy had about 50 jobs in 
his own name which were let out to the serfs 
on this share-cropper system. He had part- 
ners’ shares in several big theaters. Twice a 
year regularly he won a prize of $5,000 
offered by the employers to the best operator 
in the union. He owed $300,000 on his in- 
come tax when a colleague blew his head off 
with a shotgun in 1935 to make room for 
George E. Browne, another gunman, thief 
and racketeer, who then became a Vice Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor. 


In 1930 Maloy went to England as fraternal 
delegate of the AFL to the British Trade Union 
Congress. The local got up a special fund of 
$24,000 for his expenses. He was accompanied 
by nine other gangsters and a full complement 
of females plus several spares. Sir Walter Cit- 
rine, the English unioneer, observing this bevy of 
chaste American beauty remarked that Mr. Maloy 
must be a very important labor leader in the 
States, with all those secretaries. 


In 1931 the fraternal delegate was Joe Mores- 
chi, of the Hodcarriers. He appropriated $10,000 
out of the treasury and picked up a fortune in 
other purses for the grand tour by shakedown 
dinners for contractors and other vulnerables in 
New York, Boston and elsewhere. He took his 
gang to England by way of Naples, Rome, Venice, 
Geneva and Paris and never accounted for any 
of the money. 

In 1938 the fraternal delegate was P. J. Mor- 
rin, President of the Bridge, Structural and Orna- 
mental Ironworkers. He served 27 months in 
Leavenworth following his conviction in the Mc- 
Namara dynamiting cases in 1914. In prison he 
got $5 a day from the union. On his recent re 
tirement he was awarded $25,000 a year for life 
plus $20 a day for expenses and an automobile. 
His secretary for years has been a renegade Cin- 
cinnati cop named Jack Dempsey, a bootlegger 
who turned State’s evidence and got off with a 
fine of $1,000. It took him 10 years to pay it. 
The union has been a desultory dictatorship for 
years and the members walked in fear of the old 
jail-bird’s petulant wrath. He was retired for 
the good of the members.

WASHINGTON — The Presi- 
dent’s budget poses a simple but 
fateful question which the Con- 
gress is now called upon to an- 
swer. The question is this: Is it 
wise for the United States now to 
reduce decisively its offensive 
strength in the one area in which 
this country is clearly capable of 
real superiority over its only po-| 
tential enemy? Obviously this is 
about as important a question as 
any which confronts the Congress. 


There has been much sound and 
fury about the defense budget, and 
there will be much more, But the 
essential facts are simple enough, 
‘and they should be fully under- 
istood. | 

Whether with 10 divisions or 
12, the American Army cannot in 
peacetime approach anything like 
numerical equality with the vast 
Red Army. Moreover, the Soviet 
Union and its satellites are even 
now virtually isolated economical- 
lly from the rest of the world, and 
‘no one supposes that a naval block- 
ade would have any decisive effect 
|in ease of war.* 


| THUS, as Winston Churchill has 
pointed out, the real balance of 
power between the Soviet Union 
and the non-Soviet world rests on, 
the fact that the American long: 
range Strategic Air Force is be- 
lieved capable of delivering atomic 
bombs to the industrial heart of 
the Soviet Union. That is the one 
element which balances Russian 
superiority on the ground and Rus- 
sian invulnerability from the sea. 
This is, basically, the reasoning 
which led the Congress last Spring 
to authorize the organization of a 
70-Group Air Force.

Since this capability has often | 
been questioned, certain facts — 
should be emphasized. First, the 
new, immensely long-range B-36, 
destined to become the basic | 
weapon of the Strategic Air | 
Force, has been criticized for | 
slowness and vulnerability. In 
fact, according to Air Force ex: | 
perts, the B-36 has now proved 
fully 25 per cent better in range, | 
bomb load and speed than was | 
originally anticipated. 


Second, as regards range, it is. 
obviously highly unlikely that po-| 
‘tential American air bases in Eng-| 
land, the Middle East and the Far'| 
East would all fall simultaneously | 
to the Red Army in case of war.| 
But even if this were to happen, | 
‘the B-36, according to undoubted 
authority, could now take off from)

probably with considerably less. | 


A FURTHER fact should be weil 


derstood. The Air Force does not! 
and cannot consist exclusively of 
long-range strategic bombers.| 
There must be sufficient fighter 
strength to defend the continental 
United States. There must be 
fighter defense for bases abroad. 
And there must be fighter and 
short-range bomber support for the 
Army. 


Thus the 70-group program 
allowed for only 20 long-range 
bomber groups. Of the 48 groups 
to which the Air Force is re- 
duced in the budget, only a 
slightly higher proportion, per- 
haps 15 groups, can consist of 
strategic bombers. Since the 
Strategic Air Force and the 
American power to take the of- 
fensive immediately in case of 
war are virtually synonymous, 
this means a reduction of 25 per- 
cent in American offensive 
power. 


This reduction in American 
power will save the taxpayers 
something over a billion dollars. 
To maintain present air strength, 
and achieve the 70-group target in 
1952 would require an Air Force 
appropriation this year of about 
$6 billion, as against the proposed 
appropriation of $4.6 billion. But 
is the saving worth the price? 


A Strategic Air Foree is, of 
course, no substitute for an Army 
and Navy. To be sure, the fact 
that the three services have sliced 
the budget pie into almost equal 
slices gives rise to an obvious sus- 
picion, That is that the slicing was 
done, not by means of an objec- 
tive assessment of strategic needs, 
but by the simple method de- 
scribed in Kenneth Graham’s “The

YET EVEN if the suspicion is| 
justified the fact remains that the| 
Army plans an essential role in 
the developing strategic concept 
which calls for holding a rearmed 
Western Europe in case of attack 
by the Red Army. Moreover, if 
this whole concept is not to fall 
to the ground, the Navy must be 
enabled to make the great effort 
to surmount the threat of the new 
high-speed Schnorkel submarines. 
But above all else, the Congress 
‘must seriously inquire whether a 
‘reduction of American strategic 
bombing capacity does not imperil 
‘the whole precarious balance of 
power between the Soviet Union 
and the Western world. On that 
balance, more than on anything 
else, the peace of the world de- 
ipends. Peace in these times is not 
cheap, but it is a great deal cheap- 


er than war.
